PLANS VOll DEFEAT 
Some two million 'Americans came homo 
from France In lOlBilD wllh the story that 
the major German weakness, ns righter.s, was 
lack ol hnaiilnailon, liiltUillvc and the abili- 
ty to extemporize In a hurry, 

■ • When WorW War H began, It appeared (or 
n' time that two million douehboys were 

- wrong, or else German mentality had been 
completely revamped In a mere 25 years. 
Nazis Invading Poland, France and the Low 
Countries showed great -capability whctlicr In 
the m'ass, under Bklllcd ,otricers, or otl on 
their own In little units ranging down to In- 
dividuals. 

Now wo learn that the A.E.F. was correct. 
Germans can not fight except according to 
plan. They resemble a lootball team under 
an autocratic coach. They- are given a wide 
variety ol plays, e^ch to lit a particular need, 
and arc drilled Intensively In recognizing the 
occasion for each play and executing It elll- 
ciently. 

So long as no emergency unforeseen by the 
waji college strategists arises, they look good 
—and are gOod. The moment a' fict-up arlses- 
for whiclj they were given no play, they can 
think of nothing except to figlit blindly and 
take a whipping. 

These thoughts arise from new details 
about the 1040 Battle of Britain which have 
come to hand. If the Nazis had not been com-, 
plctely dependent upon slavishly lollowlng 
elaborate plans, Britain would' have,, fallen 
three years ago and the Axis would have won 
the -war. 

The invasion of Britain was to follow a 
minutely-scheduled air blitz— so many days 
to demolish coast \Ioftltlcatlons, so many 
days to destroy the^rflclds, so many days 
to' break morale , by ruining London and to 
smash tlic Island's communications — five 
weeks of bombing, and then the end of the 
British Empire. 

But the schedule was a trifle oil. The blitz 
left the coast Just as It was about to achieve 
Us objective there; It left the alrtlclds-just 
as it threatened to tie them up disastrously; 
It failed to break British morale by the dam- 
age to London. 

A little variation In that plan— or better 
yet from the dictators' standpoint, a last- 
mlnuto shift td'substltute summer Invasion 
for the preliminary Jilllz— and there would no 
longer be an England. 

• - -It is comforting to think about such things. 
It Is because of thjm, and Hitler's errors, that 
we are on-^lje-'^'^y victory. 

AUSTRALIANS REGRET 
Tile people of Australia, as mirrored by 
their newspapers, are disturbed about the 
question Hint* has arisen whether General 
' MacArthur Is being subordinated to Lord 
Mountbattcr. Some, at least, regret' the gen- 
eral's stateriient even though they sympa- 
thize with his feelings. The whole "^unfor- 
tunate situation probably would not have 
arisen but for the attempt, presumably with-- 
out MacArthur's approval, to build the hero- 
of Bataan Into a Republican presidential 
candidate for 1044. 

After every major war at least one military 
hero has been promoted for the presidency, 
sometimes successfully. But no hero has been 
pulied off the fighting front. In time of war, 
to win tttat high office. The very fact that.a 
general would, divert his energies, at such a 
time, probably would not only coat him the 
election but alsa.dcctcasc his popular stature. 



POLICING THE WORLD 
Off lclal_tliought on the postwar policing of 
the world appears td"h"aVfi"Bettled-back- to-a 
level on which the administration can hope 
to have enthusiastic— qr at least firm — popu- 
lar approval. 
For time, the thinkers were considering 
International army to which all nations 
of eood" faith would contribute. This "United 
Nations army would .consist, like .the old 
French Foreign legion, of men of cycry race, 
who for the period of tlidr service, would 
foreswear service to the tJnltcd States., Brit- 
ain. Franco, and give obedience to the United 
Nations., 

The current Idea la less radical. It contem- 
'plates .corbrdinated military . co-opcratlon 
against any belligerent, but each nation 
■, would retain , authority over Its own soldiery. 
The public will like this much better.
